PROFITABLE MERINOS. 


Tbe Actual Income From a 'Wen-Rep* 


Flock of Sheep. 


Mr. William Brownrigg, proprietor 


of the Olive Green Stock Farm, Noble 
County, O., last -wintflr fattened a, flock 
of Merinos with such good results 
financially that his methods and out- 
come deserve a Tjiief mention. I may 
say that I am acquainted -with Mr. 
Brownrigg, and obtained the particu- 
lars of his transaction from himself, 


In August, 1886, ho bought 120 sheep 


at $2.80 per head, amounting to $336. 
He put them on the range and let them 
run on it until December 20, at which 
date he brought them up for -winter, 
confining them in a lot of about five 
acres with a shed in it 
They were not 


fastened up an the shed except in 
stormy weather. They received a feed 
of corn fodder in the morning, and hay 
at noon and night. What kind of hay 
it was Mr B. does not specify. During 
the months of January and February 
they received a grain feed of one 
bushel per day; this consisted of corn, 
oats and bian in eipial parts, and was 
given once a day. During March and 
April the giain feed was three bushels 
a day, equal paifcs of corn and oats, 
given to them morning and evening. 
After April 25 the grain feed was dis- 
continued, and tho flock was turned on 
pasture. Mr Brownrigg states that 
after several yeais' experience as a 
feeder of sheep, he does not think it 
pays to give grain to sheep on good 
pasture. 


After shearing (date not mentioned) 


the sheep were sold at $4 87} per head; 
they averaged 106 pounds each, and 
the flock brought $525. He sold the 
wool at 30 cents a pound; this brought 
$234. This would be at the rate of 6j 
pounds per fleece, bringing $1.95 per 
head. Total amount received for wool 
and carcasses, $759. Cost of the sheep 
m August, $338. Thus he received for 
his feed, labor and profit, on 120 sheep, 
$423.

Let

Subtracting this from $423, we have 


$23620 for labor and profit. 
Mr. 


Browmigg did not state the actual 
amount of hay and fodder consumed, 
but a good part of a lifetime spent in 
feeding and breeding sheep enables me 
to give a pietty close estimate. 


Now, 
let us figure a little further. 


These sheep were probably four years 
old, 
at least a long acquaintance with 


the sheep bleeders of Southeastern 
Ohio has taught me that this is about 
the age usually sought for in good 
feeding sheep. 
They yielded in this 


the fourth year $1.95 worth of wool 
apiece. In each of the three preced- 
ing years they yielded probably some- 
what less, (not being fed so highly), 
say $1.65 npiecc. In the four years, 
therefore, they gave a return of $6.90 
per head in wool. Each carcass sold 
tor $4 37J. 
Total revenue received 


from each sheep in four years, $11.27}, 
or $2.82 n year. 
We have seen that 


Mr. B. bought thorn for $2.80 apiece in 
August, 1886 


Now, 
is there any other animal kept 


on the farm that will yield a yearly 
rerenne equal to its entire value at 
matmltyP Thts is 100 per cent, a year 
on the original money invested. Pos- 
sibly a good cow might give it, pos- 
sibly a flock of hons. At any rate, it 
19 good enough.

USES OF SALT. 


Ten Purpouog For IV'hRli It Can Be Used to 


Good Advantage. 


When you giro your cellar its spring 


cleaning, add a little copperas-water 
and salt to the whitewash. 


Sprinkling salt on the tops and at the 


bottoms of garden walls is said to keep 
snails from climbing up or down. 


For relief fiom heartburn or dys- 


pepsia, dunk a little cold water in 
which has been dissolved a teaspoonful 
of salt 


Ink stains on linen can be taken out 


il tho stain is first washed in strong 
salt and water and then sponged with 
lemon juice. 


For weeds an the grass put a pinch or 


two of salt in the middle of each, and, 
unless a shower washes it off, it will 
kill the weeds. 


For stains on the hands, nothing is 


better than a little salt, with enough 
lomon juice to moisten it, rubbed on 
the spots and then washed off ia clear 
water. 


In a basin of water, salt, of course, 


falls to the bottom, so never soak salt 
fish with the skin sido down, as the 
salt will f.ill to the skin and remain 
there 


S.ilt and mustard, a teaspoonfnl of 


each, followed with sweet oil, melted 
butter or milk, is the antidote for Fow- 
ler's solution, white precipitate of 
arsenic. 


For weeds in pavements or gravel 


walks, make a strong brine of coarse 
salt and bojing water; put the brine 
in a sprinkling can and water the 
we«ds thoioughly, being careful not,to 
let any of the brine get on the grass, 
or it will kill it, too. 


If a chimney or flue catch on fire, 


close all windows and. doors first, then 
hang a blanket in front of the grate to 
exclude all aii 
Water should never bo 


poured down the chimney, as it spoils 
the carpets. Coarse salt thrown down 
the flue is mnch better.—N. T. Mail 
and Express.

city, at four o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
of congestion of the heart and btaln.

from his last attack of brain congestion, 
and urose yesterday morning feeling 
quite well. About eight o'clock, as he 
i\ as seated in the barber's chair, he was 
suizocl with a pain in the region of tbe 
heat t, so sevoi e that he was rendered, for 
a time, speechless. 


Mr. Wnshburne was assisted to bed and 


the family and his physician hastily sum- 
moned. His physician pi escribed for the 
attack, and in a short time he experienced 
great relief lie rested qnito easily for the 
remainder of the day, tho tamily of his 
son Hempstead remaining at his bedside. 
Bluntly before four o'clock he arose, with- 
out assistance, to take a drink ot water, 
but was almost immediately seized with a 
recurrence of tho pain in the heart, this 
time more severe than befoio. He was 
quickly assisted to the boil and lesto- 
rativos administered.

PnoUo Services Held Sunday Af- 


ternoon by Odd Fellows— 


Historical. 


Sunday afternoon the members of Ce- 


lestial Lodge, No. 186, L O. O. F., organ- 
ized in 1855, held a public memorial ser- 
vice in then: hall in Powers' Block, at- 
tended by the membership and friends 
of the order. The exercises were of a 
beautiful and impressive character, E. C. 
Bassey, the Noble Grand, directing the 
ceremonies. It was a service in memory 
of Thomas Wildey, the founder of Odd 
Fellowship, and hi memory of those mem. 
hereof Celestial Lodge who have died 
since 1855. 


Geo. W. Patterson, grand representa- 


tive, delivered the address of ^the occa- 
sion, a well-worded production on deeds 
of benevolence and charity. It was well 
received. 


HISTORICAL. 


John C. Mark, the secretary, prepared 


a sketch giving a history of the Lodge. 
Below is an extract from the paper: 


The iccords tell us that It was Instituted on 


Friday evening, September 29th, 1855, in accord- 
ance with a dispensation granted by James E. 
Starr, Giiad Master of the Grand Lodge ol tlw 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows, dated Sept. 
17th, 18S5, authorl/ing and empowering Peter D. 
Kline, Samuel K. Thompson, Henry P Elliott, 
Richard F. Jones, James Shoaff, James L 
Peake, Andrew J. Wolf, Chailee H. Fuller, 
George W Baker, Berry H. Cassell and John J. 
Ballentine to orgaulze and establish a Lodge In 
the town of Vecatm, county of Macon, state of 
Illinois, to be known and balled as Celestial 
Lodge No 186, 1. 0. O. F Its first officers were 
S K Thompson, N. G , Chas H Fuller V. G , 
James Shoalf, Secietary, A J WoiJ, Per, Secre- 
tary, and Peter D Kline, Treasuter During 
the flrst jearof Its existence It received sixty 
new members, and continued in a piosperous 
condition until the breaking out ot the war, 
when it became doimant ami inactive trom tlie 
loss «f members enlisting In October, 1858, the 
brand Lodge of the state of Illinois held theii 
session In tins hall. Theie were in attendance 
190 representatives and officers. The total 
mem- 


bership in the state was 9,938, and the total iclief 
paid $11,125 The report of the session of 1880 
showed a membership in the state of 31,812, to- 
tal revenue, 3273,256, number of widows relieved, 
260, paid for relief of brotheis, §52,035, burying 
the dead, $26,148, total relief, ¥89,771. Number 
of representatives to the Grand Lodge, 630. 


The first death of a member of this Lodge was 


that of Henry F. Elliott, March 18th, 
1859, fol- 


loned by Warner W. Oglesby, August 22d, 1880 
On the 26th day of October, 1861, word was re- 
ceived of the death of Past Grand She Ihomas 
Wildey, the foundei of American Odd Fellow- 
ship, having occurred on the 20th day In the city 
of Baltimore, and In commemoration of which 
Memorial Day has been established. The next 
death in this Lodge was that of W F Walton, 
February 15th, 1802. On the 18th of April, 18fc2, 
word was received of tlie death of Capt Willis 
S. Oglesby, who was killed at the battle ot Sht- 
loh Api 11 6th, 18C2 Capt C B Haiper died 
from wounds lecelved Januai y 12, 1803 , all trace 
o[ the resting place of this bi other is lo.st. This 
death was followed by that of W C Bullaid, 
March 10,1865, Bobert Flemmlng and Geoige B 
Huckleberry, 1805, A H Stafford, Nov 25, 1807 
S K. Thompson, the flsrt N. G of this Lodge, 
March 5th, 1808, Chas E bmy the, March 21st, 
1860, Jacob Vandyke, August 7th, 1869,

THE FORGED CHECK,

been overtaken by two horsemen. One 
of them shot him in the thigh, and 
when he had fallen from his horse they 
had beaten him to insensibility. H« 
desoribe.d the men, and'thejr wet* soon 
arrested and lodged in JaiL 


The following-evening the citizens 


met to talk the matter over. A general 
discussion was had, and then they 
iqnie'tly adjourned to meet the fpllow- 
ing jday. An hour; before the appoint- 
ed time a thousand men had- gathered 
at the place of meeting. A chairman 
was appointed and he stated the gener- 
al purpose' for'which they 'had come to- 
gether.

A.well-known merchant of the "town 


removed his hat and moved that a jury 
of twenty citizens be appointed to ob- 
tain evidence, to listen to arguments

and to declare to the assembly the 
guilt or innocence of the persons ac- 
cused. • Th» motion was seconded, and 
carried. The jury was seleetedv and 
retired at once to a room to begin Ita 
investigatioEs. 


Up to this time 'the prisoners had re- 


mained in the jail unmolested.' rBut 
the committee had us* (or them how, 
and sent its marshal to bring them. 
The marshal, with a number of men, 
waited tipon the sheriff, but that officer 
declined to surrender his prisoners. 
The marshal thereupon increased his 
force, seized the sheriff and his depu- 
ties, and searched for the keys. 
When 


these were found the officers of the 
law were looked in a room together 
'and » guard placed, over them .that 
they, might not make themselves 
troublesome. 
One of the prisoners 


was then taken from the prison, and 
.between a double line of citizens was 
led to the committee room. He made 
a full .confession, and his accomplice 
afrprw>vfi did the same. The commit- 
tee thereupon went > out before, the as- 
sembly and reported that the guilt o: 
the prisoners was fully established. , 
. At: this juncture the district judge 
sppeai-ed and aslaed to be heard. Per- 
mission was granted.'' Be «nteretl a 
strong protest against this interference 
with the civil authorities.

It was then 2:30 o'clock.' A motion 


prevailed' that the prisoners be given 
till four o'clock to prepare for death. 
Throughout' the entire proceedings the 
utmost decorum and even solemnity 
prevailed among the crowd, which hac 
gradually swelled to three thousanc 
souls. At no time during the day hac 
there been any load talking or boister- 
ous demonstration. 


At the appointed hour the gulch pre- 


sented the appearance of a vast amphi- 
theater. 
It was lined with a dense 


mass of human beings, who coyerec 
the adjacent hills also. The town was 
deserted. 
At 4:30 o'clock the men 


were taken from the room where they 
had been confined. They were placet 
in a wagon, and each appeared inten 
on the words of the priest by their side. 
The wagon halted under the branches 
of the fatal tree. The rope was thrown 
over a limb, prayers were said, the 
horses were started and all w«* quickly 
over.—St. Paul Qtobe.
